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WE POSTER-DESIGNERS 


THIS term may assist those who wish to propagate that new 
way of regarding things which, originating in America, has grad. 
ually gained ascendancy in all countries. A cosmic conception rooted 
in the idea of an increased or rational materialism. Money is the 
sole creative universal means. Money is the real potent factor of 
the world. For us the world-ruling Capitalism is in noway a po. 
litical matter. For us it is quite indifferent whether the source of 
money be a State or a private capitalistic enterprise. We believe 
in a clean Capitalism, in Capitalism as such, in a moral Capitalism 
in which is hidden the liberating idea of humanity at the present time. 


We are not in the least deceived by false illusions. The binding 
and cleaving force among peoples of the earth lies in material 
possession and in its final effect, in Money. This we assert without 
bitterness for we are not so aloof from the world as not to recognize 
its absolute necessity in culture and in art. Our most primitive re- 
quirements can be satisfied today by money alone. And this does 
not apply only to the thin upper stratum of society but to the 


race as a whole. 


We are not at all anti-patriotic, indeed, we consider ourselves 
local-patriotic when we say that a people—and this particularly 
in regard to Austria—can only continue to exist when they con- 
sider themselves and their country as forming a valuable contribution 
to civilisation. Materialism has always been secretly or openly a 
Ruler of mankind. ‘There can be по soveneignty without materalism." 
It is true that there have been times in which it has been held in 
check or regulated by the higher intelligence of men. Today anti- 
intelligence rules Europe. This is expressed in a small speculative 
inefficiency for which the yellow journalism of our day is respon- 
sible. The most powerful weapon in the inept is immaterial protection 
or, in other words, corruption. Corruption is thoughtless materialism 
which does not stop to think that where bribery is resorted to in 
order to gain an advantage, it can also be used to direct unfavorable 
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influence. Bribery and bribed cliques have already gone so far that 
even the least imaginative crowd will not let itself be led astray 
much longer by bartering politicians and time-serving journalists. 
The present condition of Europe cannot disturb us because we 
believe in our healthy materialism of which God is its belly. We 
know that in spite of all outcries about civilisation, in spite of all 
clamours for Art, a European will do his utmost to get rid of 
unservicable thought and work when it is a question of his pocket 


(for here he is most sensitive). 


That America notwithstanding England is now the ‘intellectual 
leader of all nations is a consequence of her national work. The 
spirit of Taylorism places no heavy restriction on the problem of 
everyday affairs but has long been regarded as a symbol of a free 


unbiased contemplation of the cosmos, 


A man with his limited power can only approach the spirit of 
an age from his own peculiar experience. This is our case. We 
must not treat as thinkers our ideals comprehensively but we can 
with seeing eyes examine into critical values. Our profession, that 
of poster-designers, would degenerate into a mean, paltry perfor- 
mance did we not perceive the connection between the essentials 
of life by means of our craft. We have no desire to be caught in 
the meshes of a philosophical theory; we are designers. Our esteem 
for work and our sense of duty command us to draw lines and the 
realization of our responsibility enables us to conceive them true, 
artistic and harmonious. At the same time these lines must express 
our manner of thought, our view of life, clearness of vision, sound- 
ness of knowledge. Therefore we must take our stand resolutely 
against all and any prescribed forms. We have no wish for a place 
in museums, but we do wish to have a share in work which is 


representative of our live and times. Gone are the days for magnif- 


- icent churches, guildhalls and palaces. Well built, artistically decorated 


stores and restaurants have become just as important for our daily 
life. Our line, our abstract line on which our strength and portion 
depend, seeks union with a rational existence, with life itself. Only 


where this union is perfect can there be success. 





THE HOLY EVERY DAY 


WU E reproductionists love that Every Day on which our sober 
work celebrates fantastic feasts. | 

On holidays the prearranged thoughts of those who work without 
fire paralyse us. 

We leave it to them to amuse themselves and seek for the so- 
called beauty. 

Our working-day penetrates everything living, but the dead appear 
to us only as spent life. | 

The hum of the rotating machine rouses us to a state of ectasy, 
although we feel that in its rolling cylinder human folly is flattened out. 


Our Gods are: Charlie Chaplin, Karl Kraus and Charles Martin. 


Charlie Chaplin because from Hollywood he can make the solemn 
Chinese laugh. 

Kraus because in this city by the skill of his words he has set 
down imperishably for coming generations the plain truth of our 
times and the Parisian Charles Martin because by his delicate line 
he has been able to influence America’s fashion. 

But we welcome also gay butterflies, nightingales, sunsets and 
barock-fountains. Only it disturbs us to have to share these delights 
with those who find straight avenues, overland wires and stately 
cupboards quite ordinary. 

A painter engaged in depicting Nature arouses our silent langhter. 

Every evening we go to a cinema in which no pompous Berlin 
film is to be seen, But when a Prévost or Daniels is shown we 
do not hesitate to go to a suburban moovie. 

We esteem individuality, personality, and even names, when we 
recognize them in works which belong to all and everybody. 

But the advertisement heroes of art publishers are more than 


hated by us, they are indifferent to us. 











The backs of our sober designs are smeared all over with paste, 
but on their fronts we build up our world picture with maddening 


conscientiousness, just as if it were a question of preserving our _ 


work for all time. 


In order to be able to picture a razor blade indc: we steep 


ourselves in the mysteries of palaeolithic art. 

We hate militarism; we are XM ene for self-control and 
discipline. | 

The power of our day is Money. 

We see no reason why we should scorn this fact hypocritically. 


In Capitalism we see the creative power, in Money, the creative 


universal means. 


We consider as a towering symbol of the capitalistic supremacy 
a well-planned skyscraper which protects the work of ten thousand 


happy people. 


Our native land, the soil on which we were born and to which 
we belong body and soul, is the World City.

JULIUS KLINGER 


| HE moving spirit of the Vienna poster-designers whose work 
is reproduced in this production, is Julius Klinger, at once the 
oldest and best known among them. For more than a quarter of 
a century he has devoted himself to this special line of art; he was 
twenty when he began and is now forty-eight. From the first he 
gave up all his time and thought to his work, for he is a poster; 
designer body and soul. His entire cosmos is bound up with it. 
America is the land of his heart's desire. But for him. America is 
but a theoretical conception for he has never had the good luck to 
see it for himself and experience its life. It may be that just for 
this reason his longings are the more intense. America as he con- 
ceives it means spacious style, World Power and an eye for the 
future. Klinger's posters bear relation to life as it really is. He 
knows that in the poster, this intellectual artifice, he can express the 
most trivial things of everyday life. This belief has enabled him to 
gather around him a number of congenial spirits and his Americanized 
ideas in weary, stale Europe are finding more and more supporters. 


Klinger is not unknown in America. His posters have been fre- 
quently reproduced there and have gained much appreciation from 
connoisseurs for the purity of their lines. 


The Austrian Republic has testified its recognition of its subject, 
Julius Klinger, by commissioning him to design the artistic propa- 
ganda for the Austrian National Bank, the Gold Loan and the 
League of Nations Loan. ` 


COSL-FREY 


HESE two thirty years old men of slender build are at once 
long tried friends and members of the Klinger group. 


They have gained much fame in Vienna: Pregnancy of lines, 
originality of coloration and forcefulness of ideas are the most 
striking features of their performances. 

Like all other members of this Group they are American fanatics. 
There is hardly an American film which they have not been to see 
and followed with critical commentaries. Films in which New York 
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Streets or Harold Lloyd play the chief part, they even have a look 
at two or three times. And it always turns out that their specific 
domain is the figural depiction of elegant men and women. | 

As passionate friends of sport they approach the modern contri- 
bution to sports with a full understanding. That these two young 
artists have a great future is sure, for they continue to work with 
intense earnestness on the development of. the coloristic figural 
representations of their graphic art. 


WILLRAB 


| 15 blond giant, famous goalkeeper and passionate dancer, is 
most serious in his art. He is the man of exactness, all things 
technical interest him and he pictures them in a masterly manner. 
His sense of lettering borders on the monumental. Contrary to the 
other artists belonging to the Group he often invades the three 
dimensions. The boundaries of surface may soon prove an impediment; 
he strives after the techtonic and corporeal. Even were the future 
to bring him big architectonic orders Willrab would never think 
of neglecting his original work, poster-designing. His longings are 
for the representative formation ot big enterprises He will design 
everything these enterprises need in artistic depiction. Unity is his 
device. From packing-paper to factory building, from the uniform 
of the lift-boy to the offices of the enterpriser. With his tremendous 
store of craft he will reach his aim. 


HAAS, ENGELBERG AND SCHWARCZ 


| НЕЗЕ artists are still attending Klinger's master-school. None 
of their work has been reproduced previous to this publication. 

A. A. Haas is a strong young Swiss. His strength lies in catching 
movements, which he seeks to express in lineal style. He has almost 
gained mastership. His intention is to serve his country with poster-art. 

Violette Engelberg, an elegant young Viennese, has with the help 
of Klinger and Willrab made a very good poster for this publication. 
She makes surprising progress and hopes soon to be able to work 
independently. 

Margit Schwarcz, a young Roumanian, is technically very able. 
Her work is distinguished by its great neatness. She is not alone 
a capable poster-designer, she has also done some highly artistic
